HAHI-ER'S FKKHY, VA., Jan. 4,1884. 


—It is not often you have been called 
uixin to record a disaster to Coles' Mary- 
land Cavalry, notwithstanding they have 
been almost constantly in the saddle for 
nearly three years, and are entirely ig- 
norant as to the meaning of "winter 
quarters." 
On Wednesday, however, 


the 30th tilt., a detachment of seventy- 
live men, composed of a proportion- 
ate number from each of the four com- 
panies constituting tbe battalion, pro- 
ceeded on a two days' scout, under the 
command of Captain A. M. Hunter, of 
Company C. 


The detachment met with little im- 


pediment in its march until Friday, Jan- 
uary 1, about 10 a. m. 
When Rectors- 


town, on the border of .Loudon and Fau- 
quier counties was reached, it suddenly 
encountered a large force of from live to 
seven hundred rebel cavalry, supposed 
to be a poi lion of General iiosser's brig- 
ade. Our boys fougltt gallantly against 
such overwhelming numbers until flfty- 
seven out of seventy-five were either cap- 
tured or ki lied. The remaining eighteen 
made their way in safety to camp. Cap- 
tain Iluuter, I regret to say, is reported 
as a prisoner in the hands of the enemy. 


Several of those who escaped found 


their feet frozen when they reached 
camp. One poor fellow, named William 
13rown, of Captain Frank Gallagher's 
company, got his boots filled with water 
m crossing a stream and when heat- 
tempted to pull them off found his feet 
and ankles incased in ice. The boots 
had to be cut from his feet.

state for the purpose of obtaining the 
actual mill rate upon actual values. 


The estimated actual values in all 


cases were obtained from persons en- 
tirely familiar with the farms included 
in the statement and are supposed to 
represent their actual cash value at a 
bona Bde sale. The mill rates were ob- 
tained from the commissioners of the 
several counties and the township au- 
thorities in order to assure entire accur- 
acy. No attention was paid to assessed 
values, except so far ;.s they furnish the 
mill rates. The investigation shows 
that in many counties, and even in many 
townships the assessment was very un- 
equal. This inequality existed to such 
an extent in one township that farms, 
assessed by the same assessor and sub- 
ject to the same mill jate, were found, 
when compared upon the basis of the 
actual value, to be paying taxes varying 
trom (i.46 mills up to 30.41) mills. 


The investigation shows that these 


17,719 farms are paying taxes aggregat- 
ing $826,096.63 and are worth $100,525,- 
903, showing an average mill rate for 
the Slate of S.21. A similar investiga- 
tion made by S cretary Edge in 1891 
showed the actual value on 8,081 farms 
to have been $51,525,929. These farms 
paid annual taxes of all kinds to the 
amount of $440,317.97, an average mill 
rate of S 58. The aggregate returns o£ 
1891 and 1894 give a total of 2o,634 farms, 
worth $151,529,458, paying taxes an- 
nually to the amount of $1,259.847 17. 


The average mill rate for 1894 iu Le- 


high county on the actual value of its 
farms was 4.64. This is lower than any 
other county in the State. Lancaster 
is the next lowest, its mill rate being 
493; Cumberland third, with a mill 
rate of 5 04, and Dauphin fourth, its 
rate being 6.35. The rate in Indiana 
county is higher than in any other 
county in the State, being 17 29. Cam- 
eron is next with an average of 15.29 
mills and Forest third, Us mill rate 
being 14 86.

rence is about iorty miles from Harper's 
Ferry, and the locality is proverbial for 
the roving bands of guemllas and other 
rebel cavalry.

THE WHEAT INDUSTRY. 


The milling industry is the largest in 


the United States in point of capital and 
help employed. The American Miller 
says: Our mills have ample capacity 
to convert into flour every bushel of 
wheat grown in this country, and, like 
the railroads and farming interests, the 
milling industry is spread over the entire 
country, being confined to no particular 
section. 
In 1835 flour represented 97 


i>er cent, of the wheat exports from the 
United States 
That per cent, has 


steadily declined until flour represents 
now about 30 per cent, ot the wheat 
exports—a decline of 67 per cent, in the 
face of a constantly increasing capacity 
o manufacture flour in this country, 
n 1892 the wheat exports amounted to 


225,665,812 bushels, of which 157,280,351 
•ushels'went as raw material, and 68,- 
85,416 busbels as the manufactured 
iroduct. Iu 1893 the exports amounted 
o 191,912,634 bushels, of which 117,- 
121,109 bushels was in tbe shape of 
raw material. Were it possible to ex- 
port this as flour, the saving to our 
country would be from $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000, the cost of manufacture. Of 
this amount the greater part would be 
paid out in labor.

Adjutant-General Greenland's report to 


Gov. Pattison says : "The number of en- 
rolled men in the State subject to military 
duty is 800,324. The aggregate strength 
of the Guard on September 30 last was 
8934, as follows: Commander-in Chief and 
staff, 28 ; First, Brigade, 2913; Second Bri- 
gade, 3264 ; Third Brigade, 2720.

Killed by the Cars. 


A sad accident occurred on the Western 


Extension of the W. M. R. R., at 12 49 p 
in., Friday, by which Charles W. Kcehler, 
of Hanover, was instantly killed. He was 
one of the brakeman on the regular freight 
train which arrived here from Highfield 
at 1.15. 
The train was approaching Orr-

The following article is taken from the 


address Mr. TiVm. S. Powell, a phosphate 
manufacturer, delivered 
before 
the 


Vansville, Md., Farmers Club, as ap- 
peaies in the Baltimore Weekly Sun. 


"The question before us to-night, Mr. 
President and gentlemen, is, as you 
Ucow, the economical use of tbe waste 
materials on our farms. 


"To intelligently discuss this question, 


it should be divided ipto two parts. 
First, the value to be derived by feeding 
our products to animals and receiving 
therefrom a return, part in flesh and 
part in manure; but this side of the 
matter has been so intelligently present- 
ed to you by the Agricultural Experiment 
Station report* that I have thought it 
best, with your permission, in the time 
at our disposal to-night, to restrict my 
remarks to the other side of tbe ques- 
tion, which Is: How nature cao best 
assist us in resuscitating and improving 
the producing value of our lands, thus 
assisting us in oar crops by the utiliza- 
tion of the surplus it furnishes us. Of 
course, this restricts us to vegetable life 
and we well know that in the vegetable 
kingdom like begets like as truly and as 
closely as in tbe animal kingdom. Then 
how to apply the waste in the vegetable 
kingdom, so abundant around us. to the 
production of marketable or 'money 
crops is what we want to know, and so 
make a saving in our outlay for artificial 
fertilization. 
This, I believe, can be 


best done by composted manures, be- 
cause in these we can use up everything 
in the vegetable kingdom produced on 
our farms which excess of crops, lowness 
of prices, distance from markets or other 
causes cannot be turned into money on 
a profitable basis. But here, I am afraid 
you are beginning to think 'This is all 
very pretty theory, but give us some 
facts.' I am coming to them. But first 
let me say that composed manures act 
more quickly and more surely than artifi- 
cial manures, and they exert an imme- 
diate mechanical influence on lands that 
artificial manures do not and cannot 
effect. 


"To illustrate: While tbe average ap- 
plication of artificial manures is only 
about 300 pounds to the acre, for argu- 
ment's sake we will raise this application 
to 500 pounds per acre, which would be 
about a fair application. What is the 
result V U the season is favorable and 
the fertilizer and the fertilizing materials 
it is composed cf are suitable for the 
crop to be grown, we will likely get a 
fair return; but it is the surplus of this 
crop, namely, the clover with grain or 
the vines with peas, potatoes or toma- 
toes, that follow after or are turned

Not so with composted 
manures, as Iheir bulk matter, to obtain 
the same analysis of plant foods, is on an 
average more than five times as laree • 
therefore, they have a greater covering 
capacity and a greater volume of matter 
to attract the latent plant foods all soils 
contain in abundance. Who of us has 
failed to see immediate Rood results from 
the application of natural manures or 
compost ? Don't we all know that lands 
to which compost is added, even at the 
first working after the application, im- 
mediately begin to lighten and are more 
gaily subdivided ? But some will say 
These composted manures are so troub- 
some.' I agree with you that it is easier 
to handle 500 pounds of fertilizer than it 
is a ton of compost, and it is easier to 
sign the phosphate man's note than it is 
to spend a day in cold weather (the most 
economical time to make compost) in 
rounding up the old vegetables, scraping 
around the wood-pile, cleaning out the 
hen-uonse, cutting sods from the ditch 
banks or getting out muck from the 
ponds. But what a difference when the 
phosphate man's note becomes due ? If 
tbe crop is a failure, no money in bank 
and the savings of past years in jeopards— 
now really which is the hardest—the 
extra work before season or getting the 
money to pay the note after the crop has 
matured ? I need not pause for reply 
„ .iF°.i. 
sP*cifi«- 
w<> will commence 
with the gram farmer. 
Doesn't he 


always have more straw or corn fodder 
than he can use? let us see what his 
surplus is worth to him to use as ma- 
nures. 
A toil'of straw contains 31 


poundsof ammonia, 40 pounds of potash, 
6 pounds of phosphoric acid and has a 
money value at the present price of 
fertilizing materials of $7 per ton. A 
ton of corn fodder contains IS pounds 
of ammonia, 24 pounds of potash, 5 
pounds of phosphoric acid, or a money 
value of $4 is perton. While the figures 
given are the money values, in addition 
to these amounts I claim, and I Iwlieve 
that every scientific agriculturist will 
bear me out in this claim, that 50 per 
cent, can be added to these figures as 
being a fair pries for the increased me- 
chanical benefit to the soil derived by 
the application of these substances • but 
you are again Ilia-king that this idea is 
not feasible, because what you and I 
want is something that will act at once 
and experience has taught us that long 
straw or fodder will not do this. You 
are nght. But does the fertilizer man- 
ufacturer give you raw bones, or ciude 
South Carolina rock, or unreiined potash 
salts 1 No; he prepares them by grind- 
ing and mixing until he produces a 
homogeneous compound. 
So if you 
want immediate action /rom your straw 
and fodder you should cut them up 
This, at most, with the improved ma- 
chines now easily obtainable, will not 
cost more than fifty cents a ton. After 
this is done don't use them alone, but 
compost them with other articles con- 
taining in excess the plant foods that 
your products are deficient in, making 
an equally balanced ration for your land 
which, I assure you, is as necessary as 
an equally balanced ration for your 
stock, if you would expect to get the 
best results. 


"Xow suppose we take our refuse 
•vegetables and mix them together and 
run them through! B root cutter; in eacl) 
ton we wnuld have 0} pounds ammonia, 
8i pounds potash, 2 pounds phosphoric 
acid, or a money value of about $2. In 
a ton of ben manure, 39 pounds ammon- 
ia, 36 pounds potash, 30 pounds phos- 
phoric acid, worth 3S.15. In a ton ol 
woods earth, 48 pounds ammonia, value 
»7 02. In a ton of corn ground with tbe 
cob into meal, although damaged and 
unfit for feeding, 35 pounds ammonia, 
8J pounds potash and 12 pounds phos- 
phoric acid, value 46.29. In a ton of 
tobacco stems, 45 pounds ammonia, 120 
pounds potash, 60 pounds phosphoric 
acid, value $17.17 a ton. I might go on 
until I had covered every imaginable 
thing you could think of classed as waste 
materials, but this would take too much 
time.

Points About the Farm. 


A rather conservative dairyman in 


discussing the ration problem says, "the ! 
most skillful chemist in the world can- 
not, 
in his laboratory, lay down rules or 


componlil rations that shall give the 
very best returns possible from each one 
of '25 good dairy cows." This is very 
true, but it is equally true that the agri- 
cultural chemist can lay down certain 
general rules which will enable any in- 
telligent dairyman to vastly improve on 
the unscientific methods which so gen- 
erally prevail. 


Corn stalks cut to one or one and a 


half inches In length serve a good pur- 
pose lor mulching strawberry plants as 
it is only necessary to have » covering of. 
one thickness of stalks to make a good 
protection. These small pieces of stalks 
may be placed closely around the plant, 
by the use of a common field rake, 
whereas, with straw, hay, or uncut 
stalks the coverings must be done by 
hand, which is a tedious operation. 
After fruiting the cut stalks am readily 
be hoed in the soil about the plants, 
which is not the case with hay, straw 
and long stuff. 


Determine in your own mind the 


amount of butter a cow should produce 
weekly to pay for her food and the labor 
of caring for her. Subject each animal 
to an individual test and dispose of all 
those failing to come up to the mark. 
Let the trial be a fair one and see that 
proper rations are given. 
Equal parts 


of wheat, oats aud corn makes a fairly 
good milk ration, If a small root ration 
can be added, the yield of milk will be 
more satisfactory as a rule. Shelter the 
animals from the cold and wet by batten- 
ing the cracks or lining the stable with 
tarred paper. Make a good article of 
butter, put it up in attractive shape and 
brand it so that it may be easily re- 
cognized.— Jluukiyc. 


Probably one of the most common and 


expensive blunders made on the farm is 
in the management of the heifer. Many 
well bred cows turn out to be veritable 
scrubs simply because they weie not 
properly developed into cowhood. It is 
common to give little attention to cows, 
younger old, about to calve. A heifer 
should bewell fed beforecalving. First, 
because there is a greater demand made 
on the system; second, the heavy feed- 
ing of a ration rich in protein will cause 
a much greater growth of the udder. 
Here is the fatal point. 
There is no 


danger from fever when led up to calv- 
ing time if such foods as bran, clover, 
hay, 
silage and tbe like are used. Jt is 


corn that does most of the mischief. 
The cases are very rare where auy at- 
tempt at milking should be done up to 
time of calving. The udder should be 
made to grow as large as possible. The 
blood being filled with milk-producing 
elements seems tocauaea g renter gro A tli 
of the glands of the udder.

Prufititblc Swine liaiMiig. 


If a farmer grows but one lot of swine 


each year, lie should grow them with a 
certain market in view. If two lots, he 
should market twice a year. If spring 
pigs, tl-ey should go to market iri tlie 
early fall, and the fall pigs the last of 
April, or early in May. The time of 
marketing a lot of pigs should he deter- 
mined by the time they are first counted. 
When tlie farmer waits to see what the 
market promises before he determines 
when the pigs shall be fattened, he is 
almost certain to blundfr in his time of 
marketing. As a rule he who gets his 
pigs to market at the earliest )>ossible 
time and sells at a given age regardless 
Of the prevailing price, makes the most 
clear money iu the long run. When a 
farmer plans to have his pigs mature at 
a certain age, he has made the mam 
point towards having them iu prime 
condition at that age, and when in thi.s 
condition they should be sold. 


Only by a well-managed sv.stt-m can 


the best results be' reached. 
If two 


litters are grown a year, spring and fall, 
of necessity all must go to market at au 
early age, it will not do to hold them till 
they are a year old,as it places too many 
on the farm ut once. AH careful swine 
raisers know that with tha increase of 
numbers, the risk from disease is cor- 
respondingly increased. The well-fatted 
hog of 200 Ibs. weight always sells well 
in market, in fact such an animal is the 
choice of buyeis a greater part of 
time. The trouble with farmers in pro 
ilucing this hog lies in the fact tn,it they 
have not yet arrived at the belief that 
in general farm practice it is possible to 
reach this weight al six to seven months 
of age. Greater weights can be made 
with small numbers, but when a farme 
puts off 40 to CO or 10U head, this is good 
weight for the age named. 


The markets do not call for a hog of 


this weight at one year old, but for i 
young hog at this weight at the earliesi 
practical moment. The March or Apri 
pig should be on the market not later 
than Nov. 1st, the Sept. or Oct. pig noi 
later than June 1st, better tlie tniddlf 
of May, as prices have ruled for a num^ 
her of years. Haphazard work wil. not 
accomplish this, but a well-laid sjstem 
followed to the letter will do it. It, is a 
fact that cannot be disputed that mis- 
fortune in swine growing comes most 
frequen .y to the man that has no de- 
finite syatem. What definite plans he 
falls into a line of better care and treat- 
ment of his swine.—Am. Agriculturist. 


Improving Stony Fields. 


There is probably no work done upon 


the farm that pays better in the way of 
permanent improvement, than ridding 
the land of atones, though it is a work- 
that is often most sadly neglected. As 
to the best time to do this work, there is 
no set period-the stone crop is always 
ripe and ready for gathering whenever 
the farmer is so situated as to attend to 
it. Many good and successful farmers 
owning land with cobble or other stones 
easily handled by one man, make it a 
point each time a field is plowed and 
once harrowed to set the men to hauling 
the stones that were brought to the sur- 
face by the plow and harrow. For this 
purpose a flat-bottomed stone boat is 
generally used. This does not cut up 
the land as much as a wagon or a stone 
boat with runners. If the meadow land 
has not been picked over since the last 
plowing, it should be attended to before 
the first crop of hay is secured 
A wae- 


on can be used to haul the stones, as the 
sod will hold up a heavy load without 
injuring, or deeply rutting the land. 
Boulders that are too large for hauling 
should be divided by blasting, or buried 
below the plow line. Of course, where 
stones are plentiful, long distance haul- 
ing must be avoided, but fully consider 
the matter of where they can best be 
thrown. It is a most tedious and expen- 
sive operation to remove loads of stone 
thathavebeen misplaced. They become 
imbedded m the soil, amd Kffurd a good 
home for vines and bushes that are thus
